The  prices  in  this  list  include  all  packing  charges,  with  the 
exception  of  ever-gjreens,  which  if  shipped  any  distance  will,  on  account  of  their  weight, 
have  to  be  packed  in  strong  boxes.  For  these  we  will  charge  cost  price. 

TERMS
